Nation remembers those 


who fell defending state

While there is no consolation for 
the loss of a loved one in war. 
bereaved families should know that 
the country could not have achieved 
what it has without the sacrifice and 
dedication of its people. President 
Herzog said last night. 

Speaking at the opening ceremony 
of Remembrance Day for the Fal- 
len at Jerusalem's Western Wall, 
Herzog said the holy ate witnessed 
the destruction of the Temple 2,000 
years ago. “But those who fell in 
Israel’s wars were not sacrificed on 
the altar of destruction, but to en- 
sure redemption, existence, and 
life.” 

Herzog asked that bereaved fami- . 
lies be treated warmly by the rest of 
the population, adding his prayers 
for the recovery of the wounded and 
the return of soldiers missing in 
action. 


Israel Defence Forces Chief of 
General Staff Rav- Aluf Moshe Levy- 
said that each soldier who died was a 
“world unto himself.” All were pan 
of the struggle to ensure the nation's 
security, said Levy. “Let us remem- 
ber each and every one. Let us give 
honour to the fallen and respect 10 
their families.” 

The president kindled a memorial 
flame handed to him by a parent 
whose son fell in the Yom Kippur 
War. All places of entertainment 
were dosed, as required by law, last 
night, and national flags were lo- 
wered to half staff. A two-minute 
siren will be sounded at 11 a.m. 
today in memory of those who fell in 
Israel’s wars. 

Memorial services will be held at 
war memorials and military 
cemeteries around the country.

‘Arbitration 
over Taba

Egypt insists that arbitration over 
Taba be completed within about 
three months. Egyptian charge d'af- 
faires Mohammed Bassiouny told 
The Jerusalem Pos: yesterdaj . 

Israel has not yet agreed to the 
Egyptian demand to submit the dis- 
pute over the strip of Sinai coa>t to 
arbitration. There has been some 
movement in this direction, bui the 
new Egyptian demand may make 
progress on this issue - essential 
before a summit meeting between 
Premier Peres and President Mubar- 
ak -even more difficult. 

Bassiouny. speaking 10 The Post 
editorial staff, said Egypt wants 2 
completion date for arbitration, be- 
cause it believes that time is oi the 
essence in the current stage of the 
peace process. “We must go quickly 
not to give the extremists a chance." 
he said - , alluding to extremists within 
foe Palestinian camp and countries 
such as Syria and Jordan. 

He said it is not necessary* to 
complete this arbitration before foe 
summit. Rather it is necessary to 
continue with foe new efforts to 
warm up the cold peace between 
Israel and Egypt. Israel has. or is 
completing, two of three Egyptian 
conditions for improving bilateral 
relations. It is withdrawing from 
Lebanon and its present moves show 
a willingness to continue the peace 
process with Jordan and the Palesti- 
nians, Bassiouny said. What remains 
is Taba, which has become an issue 
of major proportions in Egypt, he 
added. 

It is not enough, he said, for Israel 
to agree on arbitration, agree to an

Troops ready 
for pullback 
in eastern area

IDF units in the eastern sector 
of Southern Lebanon, bivouack- 
ed beside their equipment, were 
completing preparations for eva- 
cuation. The troops were poised 
for a pullback, the most impor- 
tant stage in the withdrawal, 
which will soon take them back 
to the security zone just north of 
the Lebanese-Israeli frontier.

Lebanon Radio last night reported 
that the IDF had Imposed a curfew- in 
the Bekaa Valley region preparatory 
to the pullback. Ko! Yisrael said at 
midnight. 


Israeli sensitivity to the withdraw- 
al from foe eastern sector is infinitely 
greater than it was to each of the 
previous withdrawals in foe western 
sector. In the east the IDF faces a 
large, regular army and withdrawal 
poses the strategic problem of being 
caught with pants down on rhe 
move. In the western sector with- 
drawals, the IDF faced only the 
tactical problem posed by small, 
sparse and poorly equipped guerrilla 
bands. 


Lebanese Army units were reported 
deployed yesterday along the 
periphery of the Israeli and Syrian 
areas, waiting to move into the areas 
the IDF evacuates the moment the 
withdraw*al is completed. 

It took the IDF over two months 
to dismantle its positions, minefields 
and living quarters in the Beka'a 
Valley. Jebel Barukh and the Jez- 
zine area, opposite the Syrian army 
positions in eastern Lebanon. 

The withdrawal from the ensrem 
sector will leave the IDF strung out 
along the security zone, six to 15 
kilometres north of the international 
boundary. 

The withdrawal will effect a de 
facto disengagement with Syria, 
which has in ’ the eastern sector six 
tank brigades, tw'o armoured bri- 
gades. two infantry brigades, 15 
commando battalions and three 
large artillery units. 

So far there have been no indica- 
tions what the Syrian army will do 


Most Israeli experts expect the 
Syrians to advance. Some experts 
believe they will move southwards 
and occupy all foe area they lost in 
the 1982 Israeli invasion. 


No confirmation was available 
here yesterday of a French Press 
Agency report from Beirut that 
some 1.000 soldiers of Lebanon's 
First Battalion bad taken up posi- 
tions along foe Israeli-Syrian cease 
fire lines. - 


The French report said also that 
Syrian and Lebanese officers met 
representatives of foe Shi’ite Amal 
militia and Lebanese leftist parties to 
guarantee that the Lebanese Army 
will be allowed to move into the 
vacated area without any problems. 

However problems could arise in 
the Christian towns of Jezzine and 
Aishive. 


South Lebanese army commander 
Gen. Antoine Lahad has a Christian 
militia unit of Jezzine residents. But 
Israel made it clear to Lahad that no 
IDF troops will be sent to help out 
that unit. 


Two gunmen killed on Jebel Barukh

METULLA. - Two gunmen were 
killed early yesterday morning in an 
exchange of fire with Israeli soldiers 
on Jebel Barukh. There were no IDF 
casualties in foe incident. 

The gunmen had Kalashnikov 
rifles, flak jackets, grenades and 
rations. They apparently infiltrated 
the area stflJ under IDF control from 
Syrian-controlled territory. 


Most of foe attacks on the IDF 
yesterday, however, were in foe 
Tyre area. A rocket-propelled gre- 
nade was fired at an IDF post in the 
area of the village of Salah; another 
RPG was fired at a post in Burg 
a-Shimali; and light weapons fire 
was directed at an IDF vehicle 
travelling in the Kasmiya area. 
There were no casualties in any of 
foe incidents.

The government will implement at 
least some of the JO points included 
in the document drafted by U.S. 
economists Herbert Stein and Stan- 
ley Fischer, and will decide on furth- 
er economic steps in the coming 
months. Nevertheless Prime Minis- 
ter Peres recently wrote to U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz, 
Israel needs to receive sup- 
plementary aid from the U.S. this 
year, it was reported yesterday. 

Stein and Fischer wrote the 10 
point plan last month when they 
visited Israel on behalf of Shultz. 

In his letter . Peres said the govern- 
ment will publish targets for the 
inflation rate for each month and for 
spending and deficits for every quar- 
ter, as Stein and Fischer recom- 
mended. The targets will be pub- 
lished in the near furure for the 
entire fiscal year. 

According to Peres's letter, the 
government is studying the econom- 
ists' call for a reform in doller-linked 
Patam accounts and for abolition of 
subsidies for credit to exporters. 

This means that open, non- 


interest-bearing Patam accounts 
would not be discontinued for the 
time being. But such accounts could 
be discontinued in the future. 

Peres said in bis letter that the 
government will present to the Knes- 
set a bill to prevent the financing of 
government deficits by pumping 
money into the economy. 

But Peres did not mention some of 
the most important recommenda- 
tions for monetary reforms in the 
10-pomt programme. He said no- 
thing of die economists' call to make 
government internal debt negoti- 
able. If such a step were to be 
implemented, it would mean that 
money invested in provident funds 
and hishtalmuf (professional train- 
ing) funds would cease to be linked 
at the moment they reached matur- 
ity. Currently such funds continue to 
be linked after maturity. 

Peres also did not mention a possi- 
ble abolition of the linkage system in 
the economy as a whole. This possi- 
bility has been raised several times 
by the Americans in their discussions 
with Israeli officials, though it was 
not explicitly included in the Stein- 
Fischer document. 


Dollar counterfeiters jailed 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - The district 
court here yesterday gave prison 
sentences and fines to a gang who 
had printed $4 million in counterfeit 
$100 bills. None of the money had 
been put into circulation. 

The gang was composed of three 
brothers and one brother’s wife. 

Hezkiyahu Chen, 40. was sent- 
enced to 40 months iu prison and 56 
months suspended, and fined IS1.5 
million. 


His brother Simon Hundiashvili, 
38, was sentenced to 26 months in 
jail and 34 suspended, and fined IS1 
million. 


Daniel Chen. 36, was sentenced to 
22 months in prison and 26 months 
suspended, and fined ISl million. 

Hizkiyahu's wife. Nazzi Chen, 
was given a five-year suspended 
sentence and fined 1S30D.000. 

The four were anested last 
September in a police raid on a 
printer's shop in Jaffa. 

During the raid, the police were 
unable to stop the printing machine 
as it churned out the dollars and had 
to haul back one of the suspects out 
of the police van to turn it off. 

About S 8 million worth of bills 
printed on one side only were also 
seized in the raid.

Top Pentagon official 
to study Lavi project

WASHINTGON. - Under Secret- 
ary of Defence Fred Ikle is due in 
Israel in the coming days to take a 
closer look at Israel's progress in 
developing the new generation Lavi 
j'et fighter. 

Senior U.S. officials hare 'been 
following the continuing .debate 
within Israel over the Lavi's 
apparently mounting expense. 

The U.S. has already financed 
hundreds of millions of dollars for 
the Lavi by allowing U.S. military 
grants to be used for the research 
and development of the aircraft in 
both the U.S. and Israel. 

Ikle. who is also to visit other 
states in the Middle East during this 
visit, is the tfaird-highest ranking 
official in the Pentagon. He is also 
expected to review other mifitaiy- 
relared issues with Israel, including 
the U.S. Strategic Defense Initia- 
tive. more commonly known as 
“Star Wars." Israel has already 
accepted the U.S. invitation to par- 
ticipate in the research and develop- 


ment of the programme. 

U.S. and Israeli officials Yester- 


day said they fully expect Israel to 
continue the Lavi programme, 
irrespective of the merits and costs. 
“It's simply gone beyond the point of 
Tetuxn." one informed source said. 

They cited, for example, the im- 
mediate unemployment in many, 
^highly skilled professions if the Lavi 
should be discontinued. 

Israeli officials and other pro- 
Israeli activists, meanwhile, were 
delighted by the outcome of last 
week's visit to Israel by U.S. Navy 
Secretary John Lehman who 
announced new co-production plans 
in developing a U.S.-Israeli sub- 
marine and a new missile. 

Lehman also announced that the 
U.S. Navy would seek to lease a 
second batch of 22 or 14 Kfir fighters 
to simulate Soviet-made MiG^2ls in 
combat training exercises. Israel 
Aircraft Industries has won the con- 
tract to service the Kfirs. If this 
second deal is approved - as ex- 
pected - the U-S-will have a total of 
24 or 26 Kfirs in its inventorv.

He declared that Egvpt had made 
it very clear that all visitors to the 
Coral Island must get a permit from 
the Egyptian consulate in Eilat, their 
boat must pay a monthly fee of 550 
for an unlimited number of visits, 
and each visitor must have a passport 
(but no visa). 

Sharir. Bassiouny raid, had fulfil- 
led none of these requirements, and 
to make matters worse, did not even 
bother to call the charge d'affaires or 
Hassan Issa. the Egyptian consul in 
Eilat, both of whom could have 
arranged the visit. He added that 
Issa has been recalled to Cairo only 
for a short period to make arrange- 
ments which would facilitate Israeli 
tourism to the Coral Island. 

Bassiouny stressed the central role 
accorded by Egyptian policymakers 
to a "dialogue" between ’a joint 
Jordaoian-Palestinian delegation 
and the U.S. This idea was first 
raised by Mubarak, but has not been 
rejected by Israel. He said such talks 


would not be negotiations or even 
“conversations" but they are essen- 
tial in Egypt's view before any con- 
tinuation of the peace process 
beyond Cairo and Jerusalem. 

the Americans, he said, referring 
to envoy Richard Murphy's mideast 
shuttling, want some assurance of 
success, before they return with 
vigour to the peace process. Amer- 
ican. commitment to the peace pro- 
cess is essential. Jordan's King Hus- 
sein also wants to be sure that “there 
is a light at the end of the tunnel" 
before openly committing himself to 
open talks with Israel. Failure* in 
such an attempt could be “very pain- 
ful" for Hussein, be said. 

As for as the Palestinians are con- 
cerned. the Egyptian diplomat 
added, no joint delegation of moder- 
ates who are not openly identified 
with the PLO wit! be formed until 
they are invited to the U.S. for tins 
“dialogue" and the extent of the 
American commitment becomes 
clearer. Without a major American 
involvement, no moderate Arab 
country can endorse the peace pro- 
cess. 


He rejected suggestions made in 
Israel that this ‘'dialogue" is only a 
way to get the U.S. to recognize the 
PLO. "What wifi that give us?" he 
asked, adding that that alone would 
not bring Israel, the "main partner/' 
into the process of negotiating with 
the delegation.

TEL AVIV. - Omeiz-Rafi voters 
could have a rough time deciding 
where their allegiances lie in the May 
13 Histadrut elections.

Herzog left disconnected 
by new telephone system

President Herzog could neither 
receive nor make phone calls yester- 
day. as most of the telephones in 
Beit Hanassi broke down and waited 
for repairs byTelrad. which installed 
a new- phone system a year ago. 

Normal operations in the presi- 
dent's residence were severely ham- 
pered by the breakdown, which be- 
gan in the morning. Phones in the 
first floor offices and the second- 
floor residence were out of order. 
Only those operating in the old 
Communications Ministry system on 
the ground level, serving mainte- 
nance and some secretaries, were 
working yesterday. Internal lines 
also did not work, " 

Tetrad technicians arrived at Beit 
Hanassi to repair the breakdown, 
but after a few hours of fruitless 


attempts they returned to their base 
looking for spare parts. 

According to Telrad. the break- 
down was caused by trouble in an 
underground cable maintained by 
Bezek, the public telecommunica- 
tions company. 

According to a neighbour of the 
president's residence, a water line in 
the area has broken repeatedly, and 
workers with shovels may have dis- 
rupted the phone lines yesterday. 

Beit Hanassi's phones resumed 
operation at 4:30 p.m. after Telrad’s 
technicians installed a new micro- 
computer in the phone system. Be- 
zek's spokesman denied that the 
breakdown had anything to do with 
waterpipe leakages in Rehov 
Haportzim. The Beit Hanassi's 
phones were fixed before foe leaks 
had been repaired by foe municipal- 
rty last night.

Tooth decay increasing in Israel

TEL AVTV. - Nine out of every 10 
Israelis have tooth or gum problems, 
but only three out of 10 are under 
dental treatment. Dr. Shmuel Pe ri- 
al niter, chairman of the Israel De- 
ntal Association told reporters 
yesterday. 

Prof. Haim Amar, chief of pediat- 
ric dentistry at the Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity Dental School, added that 
Israel Tanks among the developing - 
not the developed - countries in the 
field of preventative dental health. 

The drastic decline in children’s 
cavities in developed countries is due 
to fluoridation of the drinking water 
or use of fluoridated t XJthpastes and 
other fluoride treatim ms. protective 
coating of the part ot the teeth not 
protected by fluoride, proper 
brushing and periodic dental' ex- 
aminations and cleanings, A mat 
said. 

In Israel, he said incidence of 
tooth decay is increasing, rather than 
falling. If a few years ago soldiers 
inducted into the IDF had an aver- 
age of five cavities each, today the 
average is closer to 10. First-graders 
already have five or six cavities in 
their baby teeth and 12-year-olds 
already have four on average in their 
permanent teeth. 


Two electrocuted 
ins talling 

pirate cable TV lines

HAIFA. - Two men were seriously 
injured while trying to install pirate 
cable television lines between two 
high-tension poles between build- 
ings in Rehov Hativat Golani on 
Monday, the Electric Corporation 
reported yesterday. 

They were taken to the Rothschild 
Hospital, where one was still in the 
intensive -care unit yesterday. 

The EC spokesman said the cables 
they were installing touched one of 
foe high-tension wires, giving them a 
severe shock. 

It was the second time in two 
months that somebody has been 
seriously injured by electric wires 
while connecting cable television 
lines. 

The spokesman emphasized that 
cable television is illegal, and reiter- 
ated its warning of the dangers of 
attaching anything to electric lines or 
posts.

Comfort is popular among both 
his subordinates and civic leaders in 
Jerusalem. 

Comfort will be promoted to com- 
mander on assuming his new post. 
His deputy will be Yosef Yehudai. 
currently deputy to the chief of the 
Jerusalem police, Haim Albaldes. 

The Southern District extends 
from Jerusalem to Eilat in the south 
and Ashkelon to Gaza in the west. 

Bar-Lev originally offered the 
command of the district to former 
operations chief Zvi Bar, who res- 
igned from foe force in March after 
being passed over for the inspector- 
general. But Bar turned down the 
post.

Mr. and Mfs. Irving Stone 
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South Africa detains 
3 apartheid opponents 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Three 
leading opponents of apartheid were 
detained without charges yesterday, 
a day after President P.W. Botha 
accused their group of seeking vio- 
lent revolution to end white- 
minority rule, police said. 

A police spokesman in Pretoria 
said police had defamed three lead- 
ers erf the United Democratic Front. 
South Africa's largest multi-racial 
organization working lo dismantle 
apartheid. 

He identified them as Patrick 
“Terror" Lekota, the front's nation- 
al publicity secretary, General- 
Secretary Popo Mo’efe and Moses 
Chi kune, a front official in the 
Transvaal province around Johan- 
nesbura. 

The >p»»kesman said only that “an 
in'.estiguLian has been instituted in 
respect of the involvement of the 
three detainees in cases already 
under investigation." He said this 
wus in connection with anti- 
apartheid rioting over the past eight 
months. 

The front most recently tangled 
with the Afrikaner-based National 
Party government by promising to 
swge demonstrations during a plan- 


ned tour here by an all-star rugby 
team from New Zealand. 

Meanwhile, three ambulance 
drivers who challenged the official 
version of the killing by police of 20 
blacks Iasi month have been sus- 
pended from their jobs. Their super- 
ior contended their testimony was 
"twisted. " The judge investigating 
the killings complained that other 
witnesses might now be intimidated. 


Eastern Cape province Supreme 
Court Justice Donald Kanoemeyer. 
who is in charge of the one-man 
inquiry into the shootings, expressed 
outrage yesterday morning when he 
heard the witnesses were allegedly 
sacked. 


He ordered the government offi- 
cial who reportedly fired the three to 
appear at the inquest for question- 
ing. 

The ambulance drivers had testi- 
fied they each saw an infant among 
the March 21 casualties. While the 
police said no one so young was 
among the victims, survivors have 
told reporters far more than 20 were 
killed, and that police hauled away 
many bodies and buried them in 
secret. 


Bomb attacks in Brussels 
‘aimed at arms suppliers’ 


BRUSSELS I Reuter). - The terror 
group which carried out two 
weekend bombings in Brussels said 
yesterday the attacks were meant as 
protests against a meeting here of 
Ndto arms suppliers. 

The Revolutionary Front for Pro- 
letarian Action fFrap) gave its 
reiiM.ns in a typewritten statement 
found bi police in a Brussels rubbish 
bin after an anonymous telephone 
rijvosf. 

The previously unknown orga- 
nization claimed responsibility for 
the explosions which caused damage 
but no casualties at die headquarters 
• >f the North Atlantic Assembly, 
Naio's parliamentary body, and the 
offices of the West German-based 
electronics firm AEG-Teiefunken. 

The communique said the bomb- 
ings w ere Frup's way of welcoming a 
two-day conference of scores of 
senior Western arms industry execu- 


tives, including two from AEG- 
Teiefunken, which ended yesterday. 

The communique said Frap bad 
been formed to unite leftist ideolo- 
gies in the fight against “authority, 
the state, the array. Nato, and all the 
alienation imposed on us by capital- 
ist society.*' 

“We think direct acoon. if it 
strikes at the right level, at the right 
moment, can be effective. The 
targets are limitless," the statement 
said, calling for sabotage and strug- 
gle from one end of Belgium to the 
other. 

The statement called the North 
Atlantic Assembly the place where 
Nato's "strategies of world domina- 
tion” are debated. 

It said the public mistakenly be- 
lieves that AEG-Teiefunken makes 
only household electrical goods, 
whereas it is actually an important 
military supplier. 


Pope deplores film on Virgin Mary 


VATICAN Cm' (Reuter). - Pope 
John Paul yesterday stepped into the 
cnntr-iversy over French director 
Je:m-Luc Godard's film on the Vir- 
gin Mar; . saying it distorts and re- 
viles the spiritual significance of the 
• mother of Jesus. 

The film Je Vous Salue Marie 
i Hail M&ryj. portrays Mary as' the 
teen ace daughter of a petrol-station 
manager. Joseph is a taxi driver who 
devours science-fiction paperbacks 
and the Archangel Gabriel is a foul- 
mouthed. at times violent, drifter. 

Pope John Paul said in an unusual- 
h '>;ri*r?g public statement that he 
deplores the film, now showing at a 
Rome cinema. 

A telegram sent in his name by 
\ .j'.icjn Secretary of State Cardinal 
AgostinoCasaroii to Rome Cardinal 
L : go Poletci said the film deeply 
wounds believers' religious senti- 
ments and respect for sacred things. 

The preview in France in January 


was disrupted when a group of 
Catholics burst in and made off with 
a reel of film. 

In Heal Mary , when Mary becomes 
pregnant without having sexual in- 
tercourse her fiance Joseph is over- 
come with jealousy and refuses to 
believe she is a virgin. After months 
of bitter arguments, he accepts' the 
situation and marries her, taking 
over the petrol station from her 
father. The film includes nude 
scenes of Mary and ends with a 
surrealist vision of the Christ-child 
tottering away into the countryside. 


DEATH SENTENCE. - An Egyp- 
tian state security court in Alexan- 
dria yesterday sentenced to death 
two Libyans and 10 Egyptians for an 
attack on a Western Desert police 
station eight years ago in which one 
policeman was killed and five others 
were wounded.

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Iranian president orders end 
to morality demonstrations 


TEHERAN (Reuter). - Iranian 
President Ali Khamenei yesterday 
ordered an immediate halt to recent 
daily demonstrations in Teheian 
against moral corruption and 
breaches of Islamic rules on clo- 
thing. 

In a statement on Teheran Radio, 
he said the demonstrations had gone 
on long enough and should stop 
immediately. 

Khamenei himself gave his bles- 
sing to the demonstrations only last 
Friday. 

But in yesterday's statement, he 
said women had been accosted over 
their manner of clothing, youths 
harassed because their hair was con- 
sidered too long and people dragged 
out of cafes. 

The president blamed the inci- 
dents on people w'ho had infiltrated 
the ranks of the Moslem fun- 


damentalist Hezbollahis (Members 
of the Party of God) . 

Public Prosecutor-General Yussef 
San’ci on Monday issued an ultima- 
tum to those breaking Islamic laws 
and listed punishments for various 
offences, including 74 lashes for 
women who appear in public im- 
properly dressed. In Iran, this means 
showing more than the hands and 
face. 

Khamenei said bis order stopping 
demonstrations referred only to 
those against moral corruption and 
that “if political groups want to come 
out and make trouble. Hezbollahi 
groups must come out and confront 
them." 


The outlawed Paris-based Mu- 
jahedin opposition organization has 
called for a month of demonstrations 
in Iran. 


Afghan rebels attack 
convoys and outposts 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Anti-Marxist 
guerrillas attacked military convoys 
and posts in northern Afghanistan 
last week, triggering heavy fighting 
which caused substantial casualties, 
western diplomats said yesterday. 

The fighting took place in the 
Shomali region, northwest of the 
Afghan capital of Kabul, said the 
diplomats, quoting reports from in- 
side the west Asian nation. 

The diplomats, wbo asked not to 
be identified by name or nationality, 
said the renewed fighting came after 
Soviet and Afghan troops swept 
through Pagman. a city in the region, 
killing at least 70 civilians. 

Twenty rockets were fired into an 
air base and the rebels shot down a 
plane, killing nine soldiers. 

The insurgents also attacked a 
military post near Barandai. trigger- 


ing a battle in which 30 soldiers and 
two rebels reportedly were killed. At 
least 652 guerrillas were said to have 
been captured in the clash. 

Clashes also were reported as 
guerrillas fighting for fbe withdrawal 
of more than 105,000 Soviet troops 
from .Afghanistan ambushed several 
military convoys near Charikar. But 
no immediate casualty figures 
were available. 


A convoy carrying food for Soviet 
and Afghan troops came under rebel 
attack, in which 10 soldiers were, 
killed and two trucks were des- 
troyed, said the diplomats. 

The strategic Salartg highway was 
briefly dosed after rebels shot down 
two helicopters and ambushed a con- 
voy, slaying five Afghan soldiers, the 
diplomats reported. 


13Bibarisdead 
in Karachi clashes 


KARACHI (Reuter). - Biharis in 
Karachi's curfew-bound Orangi area 
said yesterday 13 of their community' 
were killed in clashes with Pash tun 
migrant workers last week and 42 
were still missing. 

If confirmed', the 13 fatalities 
would bring the death toll from four 
days of violence in Karachi to 67. 

The Biharis told journalists mak- 
ing the first officially permitted visit 
to the slum area, still ringed bv a 
tight troop cordon, that they had 
buried their dead in Orangi. 

The trouble, sparked by a fatal 
traffic accident in Karachi on April 
15. took on an ethnic tinge when 
residents stoned public and private 
transport, mostly driven by Pash runs 
from Northwest Frontier province. 


Eleven killed in India 


NEW DELHI (AP». - At least II 
people were killed and 15 wounded 
yesterday in the western city of 
Ahmedabad despite the deployment 
of troops called in to try to stop 
rioting, a state government spokes- 
man was quoted as saying. 

All-India radio quoted the spokes- 
man as saying the deaths occurred as 
police opened fire on rioting mobs in 
Ahmedabad’s Bapunagar district 

The police had just returned to 
work after some had gone on a 
rampage on Monday, the Gujarat 
stale government said. News reports 
said the police had set fire to the 
headquarters of a Gujarat; -language 
newspaper and hurled rocks at 
offices of other dailies. 

The rampage was sparked by die 
slaying of a policeman who was 
hacked to death on Mondav. 


Arafat ends talks with 
Bangladeshi president 

DACCA i Reuter). - Palestine Li- 
beration Organ ration chief Yasser 
Arafat left "Dacca yesterday after 
talks in which President Hossain 
Mohammed Ershad told him Bang- 
ladesh would expand its relations 
with the PLO. a senior official said. 

Foreign Secretary Faruk Ahmad 
Choudhury said Ershad also told 
Arafat that Bangladesh would open 
its universities to Palestinian stu- 
dents. 


S wapo chief vows 
freedom for whites 


JAKARTA (AP). - The leader of 
the Namibian independence move- 
ment. South-West African People's 
Organization (Swapo). has pledged 
to guarantee freedom to the white 
minority if the group takes power. 

S-~iwi Nujoma, who arrived here 
Monday to attend the 30th 
anniversary commemoration of the 
Asia-Africa conference opening in 
Bandung today, told reporters his 
movement is fighting for all Nami- 
bians. including the white minority. 

He said Swapo will continue to 
wage war against “imperialism, rac- 
ism and fascism no matter -how |on$r 
it will take.- until. that country gains 
genuine freedom and independence. 
Irrespective of race and places of 
origin." 

Indonesia and China, meanwhile, 
agreed yesterday to hold formal 
talks for the first time since Jakarta 
froze diplomatic relations between 
the two countries after an abortive 
Communist-backed coup 20 years 
ago. 

Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Mochtar Kusumaatmadja told Reu- 
ters that Chinese Foreign Minister 
Wu Xueqian had asked for a meet- 
ing. The talks were being arranged, 
but a time had yet to be fixed, he 
said. 

Wu. attending the Bandung 
anniversary ceremonies, is the first 
Chinese minister to visit Indonesia 
since relations were suspended in 
1967. 


Queen Noor receives 
warm welcome inTLS. 


BOSTON (AP). - Queen No or of 
Jordan received a warm welcome 
from Massachusetts politicians on 
Monday as she stressed the need for 
her country and the U.S. to maintain 
close ties. 

The 34-year-old queen, wife of 
King Hussein, said she enjoyed her 
visit to Massachusetts. The visit 
marked a return to the state for the 
American-born queen, whose 
maiden name was Lisa Halaby. 

“I think the perception of the 
average American in general toward 
the Arab world is improving, but it's 
starting from a fairly low level/’ 



MOSCOW (AP). - The ruling Polit- 
buro was enlarged lo 13 full mem- 
bers yesterday at a meeting of the 
Communist Party Central Commit- 
tee. as party chief Mikhail Gor- 
bachev denounced the U.S. for its 
position at the Geneva arms talks.

Soviet spies leave England 


LONDON (AP). - A third alleged 
Soviet spy left London yesterday 
proclaiming his innocence, while a 
top British official said he hoped the 
latest round of expulsions would not 
harm efforts to improve Anglo- 
Soviet relations. 

Lt.-Colonel Vadim Cherkasov, an 
assistant military attache, flew out of 
London's Heathrow Airport saying 
his ouster was “completely unjusti- 
fied.” 

Cherkasov was the third to leave 
of five Soviets ordered out by the 
British for alleged espionage activi- 
ties. His departure came less than 24 
hours after the Kremlin retaliated by 
ordering three Britons to leave Mos- 
cow. 

“We hope the matter will now be 
concluded." said Malcolm Rifkind. 
an under secretary at the British 
Foreign Office. 

The expulsions come four months 
after Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher met with Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. now Soviet leader, and said 
she could “do business" with him - 
signalling an effort by both sides to 


warm relations. \ •: 

Rifkind said the British govern- . 
meat still wants to see ties' with the 
Soviets ‘improve and become more 
substantive.” Bttt he added. “Natur- 
ally. we must always give priority to' 
matters of national security.” 


The expulsions began last Thurs- 
day when Britain announced it bad 
ordered. a naval attache and an offi- 
cial of foe Soviet airline to leave the 
country for unspecified “unaccept- 
able" activities. 


On Monday, the Soviets gave 
three British diplomats 14 days to 
quit Moscow. A short time later, the 
.British revealed that three other 
Soviet diplomats had been told to 
leave London. 

The Foreign Office said Soviet 
Ambassador Victor Popov was told 
last week that all five must go. But 
only the expulsion of two - Vyaches- 
lav Grigorov. London ‘manager of 
the Soviet airline Aeroflot, and 
assistant naval attache Capr. Oleg 
Los - would be made public, pro- 
vided there was.oo retaliation.

Foundation, which sponsored a sci- 
ence writers conference at w hich the 
poll results were released.

their organs were donated even if 
they had not given permission. 


Seventv-four per cent of the i .518 
adult Americans contacted in Mon- 
da>’s report of a Gallup Poll spon- 
sored by the American Council cn 
Transplantation say it's no: wrong 
“to prolong life through the use cf 
human organ transplants.” and 67 
per cent say the words “loving and 
generous.” bes: describe a donor. 

Sevenry-one per cent said they 
would be very likely :o approve 
transplantation of a loved one's 
organs - assuming that relative h2d 
mentioned such a desire while alive, 
and 44 per cent said they would be 
very likely to donate their children’s 
organs in case of accidental death. 

But r heir own organs? 

Just 27 per cent said they were 
very likely to be donors. 

The contrasting figures suggest 


The poll itself let respondents 
choose from nine possible reasons 
for declining organ donation. 

Answers included the squeamish 
16 per cent who "don’t like the idea 
of somebody cutting me up after l 
die” and the religious 12 per cent 
who "want my body intact for the 
resurrection or for a healthy after- 
life.” 



But worries about the here and 
now ranked at the top - 23 per cent 
who feared “they might do some- 
thing to me before I am really dead” 
and 21 percent who said *Tm afraid 
the doctors might hasten my death if 
they needed my organs.”

Warhaftig; was instrumental in 
reaching the compromise by which 
the Ttedaratioh of Independence 
opened with the words, “Rock of 
IsraeL”afbnn of words which satis- 
fied both the religious, -who felt it 
: was .unthinkable to comppse sncb a 
document without mention of the 
Almighty, and the secular, who 
staunchly opposed any such re- 
ference. ■ -• 

- Bor.' Kol, then Moshe Kolodny, 
there was an element of frustration, 
as he was mJerusakrm, under siege, 
unable to attend, the actual signing 
ceremony , on. May 14. Two days 
before, as chair man of the National 


Council’s foreign affairs^ommittee. 
he had sent a telegrain to David 
Ben-Gurion, stressing his opposition 
to any delay in declaring the Jewish 
State, despite the fact that there was 
considerable pressure from the U.S. 
State Department to postpone such 
a declaration. 

On the night of May 14 itself. Kol 
and his colleagues in Jerusalem were 
ih contact with Tel Aviv through a 
tenuous telephone link. Later, dur- 
ing the first cease-fire, he flew by 
Piper cub to Tel Aviv and fixed his 
signature in a space left for it. 

When the two mention the accom- 
plishments of those days, they are 
almost in .complete accord. Both 
immediately mention the mass im- 
migration and the miracle by which a 
population of only 600.000 absorbed 
many times their own number. Now. 
Kol remarks, people often criticize 
the absorption of those early days. 


But, he adds, at the time there was 
simply no money. 

And while they both share the 
wonder at the arrival of all those 
thousands, they also share a dis- 
appointment that thousands more - 
the Jews of the Free World -failed to 
come in any significant numbers. In 
particular, they feel that the Zionist 
movement has failed to fulfil! its 
obligations in this respect. 

THOSE WHO HAVE NOT come 
have all sorts of excuses, says 
Warhaftig. At one time, it was popu- 
lar to saytbat the Jews bad a role in 
the Diaspora of serving as a light to 
the gentiles. Today, they say they 
have to stay in order to support the 
State of Israel. For Kol. the most 
chilling aspect of all is yerida : Jews 
bom in Israel leaving their home- 
land. 

As for the other achievements of 


the state, they list them in almost 
identical order: the army, the adv- 
ances in agriculture . the educational 
system. 

The Jews, w ho for centuries were 
forbidden to own land or to work it. 
have become leaders in the field of 
agriculture, notes Warhaftig. He 
adds that Israel has become a centre 
of Tcra study far beyond anyone's 
expectations. 

But on other religious issues, rbe 
two are poles a pan. The Declaration 
of Independence guarantees free- 
dom of religion and' freedom of con- 
science . says Kol . but in fact it is only 
the Christians and Moslems who 
enjoy such freedom. 

The state does not recognize Con- 
servative and Reform Judaism, 
while in fact the majority of the 
Jewish people is not Orthodox. We 
must, he says, develop on the basis 
of pluralism. 

Kol is also less than satisfied with 


the treatment of Arabs, pointing out 
that although there is formal equal- 
ity. Israel has failed to achieve eco- 
nomic and social integration. 

For Warhaftig. the religious prob- 
lems are a matter of ignorance. The 
generation of founders of the state 
Included many who were versed in 
Jewish lore but who had rebelled 
against the tradition, he says. But at 
least they knew something. The pre- 
sent generation simply knows no- 
thing at all. 

WITH REGARD to foreign affairs. 
Warhaftig sounds a far more militant 
note than Kol. but seems consider- 
ably more dovish than many of the 
National Religious Party figures of 
today. 

On the one hand, when recount- 
ing the accomplishments of the state, 
he notes that “all of Eretz Yisrael 
west of the Jordan is in our hands.** 
While apparently willing to concede 


territory, he points out that twice the 
Arabs were loo late - in 194$. when 
they failed to accept the partition 
plan, and in 1967. When they failed 
to respond to Israeli overtures for 
peace. 

Now, too. he says, it appears that 
they will delay too long, while facts 
are being established. 

Kol takes a somewhat different 
view: ••Israel's most important goal 
is peace." he saw. “and there can be 
no peace without a solution to the 
Palestinian problem." 

Not surprisingly, considering that 
both are not young men. they are 
shocked and dismayed at the rise of 
violence in recent years, and espe- 
cially that directed against the elder- 
ly-

In the 
same memo, he wrote: “Lastly, 
there are the Jews whom we are 
pledged to introduce into Palestine 
and who take it for granted that the 
local population will be cleared out 
to suit their convenience.” 

’ On June 13, 1919, Churchill wrote 
to Lloyd George: “The Palestine 
venture is the most difficult to with- 
draw from and the one which cer- 
tainly will never yield any profit of a 
material kind.” 

NEVEkTHELESS, when retention 
of the Mandate was forced upon 
him, Churchill found advantages for 
Great Britain. Cohen shows that 
• Churchill thought Jewish money for 
devdppmehi of Palestine would 
provide Britain with a colonial base 
at no cost to the British taxpayer. 


and that Palestine would give Britain 
a legitimate toe-hold north of the 
Suez Canal. “Churchill was an im- 
perialist in the Victorian sense: for 
him the empire was black Africa. 
India and of course the Suez Canal.’* 
Cohen said. 

In 1937, Churchill opposed the 
Peel partition plan because he saw it 
asappeasemenrofthe Arabs. On the 
other hand* 'in a speech Churchill 
delivered in the House of Commons 
on November 24. 1938, he expressed 
understanding of the Arabs’ concern 
about Jewish immigration. "The im- 
migration quota was increased, in 
my opinion, too suddenly and too 
rapidly. They (the Arabs) wonder 
whether a halt is ever going to be 
called to it, and they fear that it is 
going to be their fate in the land of 
their birth to be dominated.. .econo- 
mically. politically, completely.” 

Churchill proposed to fix Jewish 
immigration into Palestine for ten 
years “at a certain figure which at the 
end of the ten-year period will not 
have decisively altered the balance 
of the population as between Arab 
and Jew.” 

After making such a proposal, 
which sounds like a model for the 
1939 White Paper, why did Churchill 
oppose the White Paper? 

The only aspect he actually 


opposed. Cohen explains, was the 
Arab “veto" on Jewish immigration 
after five years. He saw this as a 
breach of a British (Balfour’s) prom- 
ise, and said Britain would not keep 
its friends if it behaved this way. He 
compared it to abandoning the 
Sudetens to appease Hitler. Cohen 
quotes Colonial Secretary Malcolm 
MacDonald's letter to .the prime 
minister of January 1914: “I doubt 
whether in his heart of hearts, he 
(Churchill) disagrees with the land 
policy: he certainly regards it as 
consistent with the Mandate, for he 
told me in the lobby at the time of the 
debates in the summer that be would 
have supported us if it hadn't been 
for the Arab "veto” on immigration 
after five years.” 

COHEN ALSO deals in his book 
with Churchill and the Holocaust. 
Churchill's official biographer. Mar- 
tin Gilbert, and other sources, quote 
one sentence of Churchill's when 
appealled to bomb Auschwitz: 
"Get what you can out of the Air 
Force and invoke me if necessary." 
This is nor enough evidence to con- 
vince Cohen of Churchill’s deter- 
mination to have Auschwitz 
bombed; or of his alleged under- 
standing of the historical significance 
of the Holocaust 
The usual excuse given for Chur- 
chill's not haring carried the project 


further is that the bureaucrats 
thwarted his good intentions. But. 
Cohen says, one does not have to be 
historian to realize that a powerful 
prime minister can't be fooled so 
easily. Had Churchill been deter- 
mined. he would have pursued the 
bureaucrats - and we know he could 
do that when he wanted to - until 
they carried out his orders. 

“Just at the same time, Churchill 
was trying to mobilize support for 
the revolt of the Polish Army against 
the Germans in Warsaw, Ironically, 
despite the often repeated excuse 
that the Air Force lacked the logistic 
capability to bomb Auschwitz, the 
routes taken by the planes which 
brought supplies to rhe Polish sol- 
diers practically ; passed over Au- 
schwitz." 

After the murder of Lord Moyne 
in Cairo in 1944, Churchill had no- 
thing further to do with Zionist ques- 
tions. Cohen says. In May 1945, 
when Chaim Weizmann wrote to 
Churchill and reminded him that he 
had promised the Jews a state after 
the war would end, Churchill put off 
answering the letter and then wrote 
that the matter would be derided not 
before the peace conference. 

The Zionists, who had published 
Churchill’s anti- White Paper speech 
in 1939 as a Zionist propaganda 
leaflet, did not publicize their dis- 
appointment with him because they 


still hoped he would support them. 
However, during debates of the 
Zionist Political Committee in Lon- 
don in May-June 1945, great 
disillusionment was expressed. For 
example. Rabbi Fishman, represent- 
ing the Mizrachi movement, said: 
“No people had been fooled as the 
Jewish people had been fooled by 
the British government.” Berl Lock- 
er, Mapai representative, said, on 
June 8, 1945 (in reference to Chur- 
chill's failure to answer Weizm aim’s 
letter), “There must be a reason for 
it and the reason is not that Mr. 
Churchill is busy — he was always 
busy..." 

On June 11, Ben-Gurion said: 
“For Churchill, the delay was an 
escape, a way out... The Jewish 
people had been let down complete- 

Weizmann, two days later, said he 
agreed 95 per cent with Ben-Gurion. 
“If Churchill had wanted to settle 
things he could have done so. 

“From 1945-48, when Ernest Be- 
rin determined British policy in 
Palestine, numerous appeals 
reached Churchill from the Zionists, 
asking him to intervene on their 
behalf. Churchill rebuffed all the 
Zionist approaches and his only 
often repeated critique of the 
Labour government was that it did 
not get out of Palestine earlier."

Ahwal usin g the quote, and term- 
ing it an "emotional arm-twist,” 
asked why Israel makes it so clear 
“who runs America and its presi- 
dent?" Herzog said Reagan had 
been ill-advised with respect to visit- 
ing a cemetery where members of 
the SS are buried, and wanted to add 
that in addition to objections such as 
Weisel's. there had been those of 
former U.S. servicemen, who had 


fought in the Second W orld W ar , but 
MacGregor cut him off in mid- 
sentence. Herzog, who had handled 
the whole programme with aplomb, 
later told Israeli reporters that he 
was annoyed at having been cut off 
so abruptly. 

Herzog was the third international 
figure to take part in the current 
series of ft’s Your World, mounted 
by the BBC World Service and the 
BBC's domestic Radio 4 network. 
He was preceded by Huan Xiang, 
director of the Chinese Govern- 
ment's Centre for International Stu- 
dies and Pakistan's Prince Sadruddin 
Aga Khan, co-chairman of the Inde- 
pendent Commission on Interna- 
tional Humanitarian issues.

IT IS RARE for television to report 
on itself. But come Independence 
Day. it will have no choice. 

Television traditionally provides live 
coverage of the Israel Prize awards, 
the culmination of a string of official 
Independence Day events. And 
among the elite to be singled out this 
year for achievement is televisions 
Arabic section, for the special con- 
tribution which it has made to the 
state and to society. 

On hand to receive the award and 
congratulatory handshakes from 
President Chaim Herzog. Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres and Educa- 
tion and Culture Minister Yitzhak 
Navon will be Yosef Bar-El. the first 
- and thus far the only - director of 
Arabic TV. Bar-El is also acting 
director of Israel Television, an 
appointment which he has held since 
March 13 of this year. 

In the beginning, television’s Ara- 
bic section was linked to the Hebrew 
news and programming depart- 
ments. and TV’s director bore the 
responsibility for it. 

Then in 1978. the management 
committee of the Israel Broadcast- 
ing Authority decided that the Ara- 
bic section could operate more or 
less as an autonomous unit responsi- 
ble to the IB A director-general 
rather than to the director of TV 
House. Tenders for an Arabic sec- 
tion director were issued, and Bar- 
El. who had previously served as 
Arabic TV's news director, won the 
appointment.

He took up his duties in January, 
1979. It was a triumphant moment 
for the Arabic section, which had 
fought hard for independence - and 
had finally emerged victorious. 

Listed among the basic provisions 
of the Broadcasting Authority Law, 
passed by the Knesset in March. 
1965. are "broadcasts in the Arabic 
language for the requirements of the 
Arabic-speaking population, and 
broadcasts for the promotion of 
understanding and peace with neigh- 
bouring states." 

The true significance of this direc- 
tive did not become apparent until 
the end of 1967. Bar-El recalls that in 
November of that year. Minister 
without Portfolio Israel Ga.HU made 
an impassioned plea from the 
podium or the Knesset for Arabic 
television to present the reality of 
Israel to a hostile audience of Arabs 
in a large area under Israeli adminis- 
tration. He was referring to Judea. 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip. 

Arabic television bad been given a 
special mission. But how logo about 
fulfilling th?t mission remained a 
problem. TTie key challenge was cre- 
dibility. The content of the broad- 
casts had to be believable, and yet at 
the same time carry a message of 
pluralism and co-existence. 


GETTING THROUGH to the 
Arabs in the administered territories 
was not easy. The people were suspi- 
cious of any overtures from Israel 
and fearful of repercussions from 


Jordan if they "Cooperated" with the 
enemy. Their definition of coopera- 
tion was to submit to interviews with 
Arabic-speaking reporters from 
Israel. On the other hand, they were 
worried about reactions from the 
Israeli authorities if they refuged to 
speak to reporters. 

They had no concept of democra- 
cy or a free press, recalls Bar-EL In 
the early years, they boycotted the 
Arabic section of Israel Television, 
remaining loyal to Jordan. A poll 
taken at the beginning of the last 
decade showed that the ratings were 
too low in comparison to Jordan: 
ratings for news broadcasts were 
only 37 per cent going up to 70 per 
cent for feature films, while Jordan's 
ratings were 75 per cent and upwards 
for all programmes. 

Arabic section staffers argued 
loud and long on how' to compete 
with Jordan. Flashing PL O leader 
Yasser Arafat’s image on the screen 
every day was dearly not a viable 
solution. The eventual consensus 
was to give the Arab viewer a pers- 
pective of the Arab world which 
would not be available to him on 
Jordanian, Syrian or Lebanese tele- 
vision. 

It was agreed, however, that the 
Arab world would not dominate the 
news. There had to be a balance 
between the Arab world, daily 
events in Israel and the international 
scene. 

Although Bar- El abhors the idea 
of giving any coverage to Meir 


Kahane. be acknowledges that peo- 
ple of Kahane's ilk represent a 
necessary evil which serves to de- 
monstrate the pluralism of Israeli 
society to an Arab audience. View- 
ers see the reaction of both Arabs 
and Jew’s to Kahane's vitriolic out- 
burst. thus receiving an excellent 
lesson in the diversity of Israeli 
thought and action. 

Building up the ratings in the news 
department was only one of many 
challenges the Arabic section faced. 
There were areas in which it knew it 
couldn't compete - and didn't even 
try. There is. for example, a dearth 
in Israel of authentic Arab culture. 

But there are, on the other band, 
aspects of contemporary living with 
which an Arabic speaking audience 
can identify, such as dries, con- 
sumerism. sport, youth activities, 
cooking, fashion, technological in- 
novations and religion -and in these 
areas, the Arabic section has more 
than proved itself. 

There are more diverse and locally 
produced programmes on Arabic 
television than Hebrew television, 
and standards are often higher. Bar- 
El says that he had one of two 
choices when determining stan- 
dards: he could either go down to the 
lowest common denominator and 
risk losing his better educated view- 
ers or open up new horizons for the 
educationally disadvantaged. He 
chose the latter course. 


BECAUSE ARABS are found in so 


many unskilled jobs, says Bar-EL 
the wider. Israeli public tends to be 
ignorant of the fact that the Arab 
community boasts a high percentage 
of qualified professionals - doctors, 
lawyers and teachers. Arab doctors, 
he points out. hold responsible posi- 
tions in all major Israeli hospitals. 

It is for this audience, and for 
those who have' the potential to 
become part of this audience, that 
the Arabic section formulates its 
programme policy. 

A strong believer in specializa- 
tion, Bar- El has local Arab reporters 
covering Judea and Samaria and the 
Arab-populated sections of the 
Galilee. 

‘Tm not prepared to allow a Jew 
to cover Judea and Samaria." be 
says, "and by the same token, I 
won't send an Arab to cover a purely 
Jewish event.*’ 

This policy of separatism as re- 
gards assignm ents is not carried over 
into what Bar-El describes as "a 
cohesive force" -the section itself. It 
is a role model for coexistence. Its 60 
employees - more than half of whom 
are Arabs - include Moslems. 
Christians, Jews, Beduin, Druse and 
non-Israeli Palestinians who not 
only work together, but also social- 
ize. 

The Arabic section, says Bar-El. 
was one of the first state-run institu- 
tions to give tenure and full social 
benefits and rights to employeess 
from the administered territories. 
There was absolutely no discrimina- 


tion between them and Israelis- An 
employee from the territories came, 
to Bar-El one day in a great state of 
agitation, because the Jordanian au- 
thorities had. -cancelled . his wife’s 
passport. Their . son. he . explained, 
had. been registered on his mother's 
passport, and had- intended to use it 
ur travel to an Arab country to enrol 
for university studies there. Without 
die passport] he was in a bind. . 

Bar-El arranged for the boy to 
study at the He brew University . The 
father was delighted: his: son would, 
remain. dose at hand while stfflrc- 
ceiving the education he wanted. 

Another employee from the terri- 
tories. who had his car torched, was 
given immediate .compensation by 
the Broadcasting Authority. Consid- 
erations such as these help to prom- 
ote dedication to the job, Bar-El 
notes..

He keeps going. 1 fire, first mto the 
air, then at his tyres. Finally he stops 
and comes out of the truck with his 
hands up and a puzzled look on tus 
face . 

He is a Druse who lives in a 
different part of Lebanon. He claims 
ianorance of the law prohibiting 


drivers from driving without passen-

He is removed. We then run to the 
armoured troop carriers and find a 
seventy metre long wire leading 
from the site of the incident to a 
battery in the nearby orange grove, 
which we had checked for wires only 
half an hour earlier.

HU prof, has plan for lower, simplified taxes

Income tax is too high in Israel - 
the system should be revised and 
simplified. Professor Eytan 
Sheshinksy of the Hebrew Universi- 
ty suggests as one possibility reduc- 
ing the present multiple tax-rates to 
two only: 20% on the first chunk of 
taxable income up to IS500.000 a 
month, and 35% on every shekel 
earned above that. 

This would replace the existing 
graduated scale, which takes up to 
60% of a person's marginal income. 
Sheshinsky was addressing a meet- 
ing of the Israel Centre for Social 
and Economic Progress in Jerusalem 
on Monday. 

Net loss of revenue to the Treas- 
ury would be JS150 billion. This 
could be made good by the following 
measures: 

• Raising the value added tax 
(VATl from 15 to 20% . which would 
add IS60b. to the revenue. 

■ Cutting subsidies from 85% (on 
the average) of product price to 
40%, which would add lS56b. to the 
revenue. 

• Cancelling all tax exemptions and 
abolishing subsidies that benefit the 
rich more than the poor (e.g,. sub- 
sidies r o capital), which would save 
another IS5ub. 

The suggested reform would 
admittedly make the tax system 
more regressive. Sheshinsky recom- 
mends some compensation for this 
by increasing benefits for the lower- 
income groups. Specifically he 
would grant bigger child allowances 
to those in need: retain those sub- 


sidies which mainly help the poor 
(on bread, frozen meat and chicken, 
bus transport); and pay that group a 
monthly family allowance in cash, to 
offset the price rise caused by the 
higher VAT. 

Other countries, notably the U.S. 
and Britain, are considering a similar 
reduction in their current prohibitive 
income-tax rates, he notes. Israelis 
bear one of the world's highest fiscal 
burdens, relatively speaking. It 
amounts, if we include indirect 
taxes, to 57% of the Gross National 
Product (GNPl. 

In a paper accompanying his lec- 
ture, Sheshinsky tabulates figures 
from 16 states. In only three of them 
- apart from Israel - does the tax 
burden exceed 45% of the GNP. In 
those three countries, average out- 
put per capita ranges from 510,500 a 
year to 512,000 - as against an aver- 
age output in Israel of 55,655. 

The burden of income tax has 
increased in Israel during the last 
decade, due partly to bigger incomes 
and partly to the effects of inflation, 
which pushes earners into higher tax 
brackets. In 1975. only 6.3% of the 
salaried population paid more than 
45% of their incomes in tax. By 1984 
over a quarter (27.5%) of the coun- 
try's waga-earners were in that 
category. 

Also small incomes, previously 
exempt, are now caught in the fiscal 
net. In April 1984, the tax threshold 
was IS22.270 for a single person and 
IS32.890 for a married man with a 
□on-working wife. (Since then wages 
have risen five-fold. ). 


Investor buys SFr 12m. Leumi (Swiss) shares 


TEL AVIV. - The general meeting 
of shareholders of Bank Leumi 
(Switzerland) recently approved a 
10% increase in the number of out- 
standing shares of the bank. 

In implementation of the bank’s 
policy of capital growth, Dicorp 
Holdings Company purchased 6.000 
shares of SFr 500 nominal value 
each. As a result, the share capital of 
the bank was increased from SFr 30 
million to 33m. and total capital 


means rose from SFr 58m. to 70m. 

It was also announced that E. 
Dawe has joined the bank's board of 
directors. 

Bank Leumi (Switzerland) is a 
subsidiary of Bank Leumi. Its end- 
of-year figures for 2984 showed an 
11% increase in net profit, which 
reached SFr 7.3m,, and the bank's 
balance sheet totalled SFr 673m., a 
growth of 107o . 


Kibbutz print shop makes ‘envelopeless’ bill 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - The printing shop of 
Kibbutz Be’eri in the Negev has 
developed a new envelopeless bill, 
called ma'atafit. Large companies 
which send out many bills every 
month can now do so without using 
an envelope and save the economy 
millions of dollars a year, kibbutz 
officials say. 

-ft took the kibbutz three years to 
develop ma'atafit at a cost of about 
S250.000. The novelty of the 'en- 
velopeless bill is the way it can be 
closed, which ensures secrecy. 


The kibbutz print shop employs 80 
kibbutz members and its annual tur- 
nover is about S5 million. 


At that time the country's legal 
minimum wage was 1545.000.

Speaking on the taxation of busi- 
ness companies, Prof. Ephraim Zad- 
ka of Tel Aviv University (a member 
of the Steinberg committee on taxa- 
tion in times of inflation) made it 
dear that there was profit as well as 
loss to be made out of inflation . 

Interest-rates of 20% a month are 
tax-deductible, though if inflation is 
15% the real cost of the loan is only 
5%. A person borrowing money 
thus benefits, whereas a person loan- 
ing out money is penalized. 

But in general the business com- 
munity benefits far more than it 
suffers from the distorting effects of 
inflation on the tux system, in 21a d- 
ka’s view.

nomy and a strong dollar. 

Exxon was the first major Amer- 
ican oil company to report results for 
the first three months of the year. 
Analysts had been predicting indus- 
try results would be lower than a 
year earlier. 

Exxon said earnings in the first 
quarter fell to $1,525 billion from 
S1.475b. a year earlier. Revenue fell 
7.3% to $23. 099b.

Hongkong moves to reign in 
its freewheeling stock market 


HONGKONG (Reuter). - The 
Hongkong authorities have taken 
the first steps to tighten control over 
the colony's freewheeling stockmar- 
ket which has gained a reputation as 
a speculators' paradise, but broken; 
and legal experts say more legisla- 
tion will be needed to correct key 
abuses. 

The office of the Commissioner 
for Securities, charged with the 
policing the market, recently drafted 
rules to govern companies listed on 
the exchanges and is receiving indus- 
try comments. Officials hope to have 
a final version in place early next 
year. "The rules will give us the 
statutory power of enforcement." 
said Securities Commissioner Ray 
Astin. Under the draft rules the 
commission would have the right to 
suspend trading of a stock - a power 
technically held by the exchanges. 

Critics of the colony's four stock 
exchanges said they have been lax 
about enforcing their own regula- 
tions. 

Stock exchange officials fear than 
an expansion of power by the Secur- 
ities Commissioner may hurt trad- 
ing. “We want a watchdog, not a 
bloodhound," said Ronald U. chair- 
man of the Far East Stock Exchange . 


Many brokers said that in spite of 
official’ efforts they were sceptical. 
"In the end. the rules will be watered 
down beyond recognition.*' one 
said. 

The rules would also require com- 
panies ro disclose quickly any major 
sales or purchases of assets, moves 
which could affect the price of a 
firm's stock. Listing rules have been 
proposed before and a first draft was 
prepared a year ago. 

Some stockbrokers said the delay 
was due to a stock market slump, set 
off by concerns over the colony's 
ftiture. A revival after the signing 
last December of a Sino-British 
accord returning the colony to China 
in 1997 altered the outlook. 

Stockbrokers said there is little the 
Commissioner - or anyone else - 
could do about trading on inside 
information without new legislation. 
They also said the Commisioner's 
office would have to expand its cur- 
rent staff of 74 to step up market 
supervision, and that would cost 
money. 

Law Society president Timothy 
Freshwater said: “We'll have as i 
good a system of supervision of the ; 
securities market as the government | 
is willing to pay for.”

Sweden develops a ‘clean’ 
new liquid fuel to replace coal 




MALMO (Reuter). - Sweden has 
discovered a method of turning dir- 
ty, sulphurous coal into a dean sob- 
stimte for oU -an ideal fuel for the 
ecological age.

TEL AVIV. - Yesterday marked the 
end of a holiday-shortened trading 
week. The exchange will be closed 
both today and tomorrow for 'i om 
Harikaroti and Yom Ha'atzmaut. 

Overall, and particularly in the 
latter two davs. the share market 
performed quite well this week, in 
ieims of the direction of price move- 
ments. However, the volume re- 
mains appallingly dull, both in the 
share market and the bond market. 
In the latter, yesterday's volume 
figures do not "include the dollar- 
linked bond sectors, apparentlyas 
the result of a technical hitch. The 
bond trend remains one of mixed to 
falling prices and low turnovers. 

The share gains yesterday were 
once aaain concentrated in the 
-free" share sectors, with the doll 2 r- 
linked "arrangement" shares re- 
maining almosfwithout change. This 
is no more than a reflection of the 
dollar itself, at least against the 
shekel, and the slow pace of devalua- 
tion in the official exchange rate. 
The black market, of course, is a 
quite different kettle of Fish. 

The same trend is evident for the 
week as a whole. The 1.79% rise in 
the General Share Index stemmed 
primarily from the 3.88% gain in the 
non-bank index, while the ■ arrange- 


ment” sector put on a bare 1 .06% . 

The sains were unevenly spread, 
however. Insurance companies were 
stable. non-"arrangement banks 
fell by 2% and oils only rose 1.5%. 
On the other hand, the strong per- 
formance of the investment com- 
panies (up almost 7%) and the 3-4 o 
pains in industrials and real estate 
shares made sure that the overall 
effect was strongly positive.

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The PLO’s true face 


SWIFT and timely action by an Israeli missile boat last 
Saturday night blew to bits a Fatah naval expedition directed at 
three locations in the centre of the country, that had been 
planned to wreck this week's Independence Day celebrations. 
Their main target, according to testimony by the terrorist ship 
survivors, was the Defence Ministry and IDF headquarters in 
Tel Aviv. 

But this attack was to be supplemented by hostage-taking 
and mass killing of Israeli civilians. 

This latest attempt recalls the murderous seaborne assaults 
on Tel Aviv's Savoy Hotel, in Nahariya and on the coastal road 
bus. But the terrorists this time either fell into a watery grave or 
into Israeli hands before their craft even came near its 
destination. This must be due to the fact that their appearance 
on the scene this time was not entirely unanticipated by Israel's 
vigilant navy. 

Especially since he struck his deal, back in February with 
King Hussein, which purported to make him a partner to the 
diplomatic process. Yasser Arafat has been taking pains to 
emphasize that he did not forsake the “revolutionary road.*' 
Armed struggle, he would assure his diehard PLO detractors, 
remained the favoured method of bringing about the “libera- 
tion” of all Palestine, and it would be vigorously carried on. But 
it needed to be propped up by political warfare. 

In fact, there was reason to suspect that the nominal Fatah 
leader would seek ways of proving himself even more blood- 
thirsty and ferocious in fighting “the Zionist enemy” than his 
pro-Svrian opponents within the PLO. and inside his own 
organization. 

So, indeed, he has proved himself to be.- And this alone, even 
apart from his explicit refusal to endorse Resolution 242. 
would rule Arafat out as any conceivable partner to any 
imaginable negotiations. There are. of course, those who 
believe that Arafat views terrorism as a bargaining card for his 
acceptance by - principally - the Americans. But clearly the 
renunciation of PLO terrorism cannot be made conditional on 
prior capitulation to Arafat's demands. 

If President Hosni Mubarak was unable to make his friend 
“Abu Amar" understand this much, then it would seem that he 
does not wield much influence over Fatah's supposedly moder- 
ate chief. 

The rejection of Arafat and company does not mean 
rejection of peace with the Palestinians. As Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres suggested to the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee on Monday, an effort -preferably biparti- 
san - should be made to engage the Jordanians and the 
Palestinians in peace negotiations. But this must proceed from 
the premise that, while there can be a solution to the problem of 
the Palestinians, there is no solution to the PLO problem. 

Local Palestinian leaders may keep repeating, for the record, 
that they consider themselves bound by PLO discipline, and 
that Yasser Arafat is their supreme leader. But deep in their 
hearts they doubtless know that true fealty to the PLO is the 
death of any hope for loosening Israel's dominion over their 
fortunes. 

Israelis for their part must be prepared for an escalation of 
terrorist warfare by both the Arafat and the anti- Arafat PLO 
wings. In this confrontation, success of the kind scored by the 
navy’s missile boat this week need not always be expected. But 
while the terrorist challenge may cause discomfort, and even 
distress, it is not beyond the IDF s power to deny the enemy any 
real gains. 

And that could be the essential condition of an eventual 
peace. 


Sharon’s proper place 


ON THE EVE of Remembrance Day for the Fallen in this 
country's wars. Israel and the U.S. signed an agreement 
providing for a free trade zone that will remove all impediments 
to trade between them over the next 10 years. 

This is an important accord that carries both promise and risk 
for Israel’s economy. It may. in time, force Israeli firms to fold 
up in the face of competition from more efficient American 
industries. But it will also allow Israeli exporters to sell their 
products duty-free in the huge U.S. market, at a time when 
commercial prospects in Western Europe are receding, or at 
least not improving. This, for Israel, is an enormous advantage. 

The ceremony was neld in Washington, with the Industry and 
Trade Minister, Ariel Sharon, signing for Israel. Both Premier 
Shimon Peres and President Ronald Reagan would have 
preferred, each one for his own reasons, some other Israeli 
minister to be on hand for the occasion. But Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir persuaded Mr. Peres that, since the agreement 
had been negotiated on Israel's behalf by Mr. Sharon's 
predecessor, now Science and Development Minister Gideon 
Patt. there was no other proper choice but his party colleague 
and rival. 

Perhaps so. But was Washington the proper place for Mr. 
Sharon, architect of the Lebanese war. to be at on the eve of 
Remembrance Day 7 Should he not rather have been home at 
this time, saluting the hundreds of soldiers who died in that 
unnecessary war of deception? Or has it simply become a habit 
with Mr. Sharon to avoid that unpleasant annual experience? 

From Washington Mr. Sharon flew to California where he. of 
all people, is to represent Israel in the Independence Day 
celebrations. Californians should be apprised that, of ail 
people. Mr. Sharon would be considered by many of his 
countrymen least deserving of such an honour.

INDEPENDENCE Day has been the 
occasion each year for tributes to the 
wonder of Israel’s creation. It is 
time, now that we are collectively in 
our late thirties and approaching 
middle age. to assess the negative as 
well as the positive sides" of this 
momentous event. 

The establishment of the state w as 
an achievement of historic propor- 
tions - that is universally acknow- 
ledged. But the failure of Jews in the 
free countries to settle in the Jewish 
state and become Israelis is a failure 
of almost equally historic propor- 
tions; and w$. are paying a heavy 
price for it already. 

The tragedy of Jewish history can 
be summed up in a single apoph- 
thegm: we have always, since the 
dispersion, wanted to have our cake 
and eat it. Wbat is the source and 
origin of anti-Semitism? Why have 
the Jews been tbe only chronic vic- 
tims of hostility in all societies all the 
time? 


People argue that assimilation 
does not work. Look at Germany, 
They say. To be sure, it does not work 
as long as the bulk of the Jews 
remain an identifiable separate so- 
cial (not religious) grouping. If there 
had been no force keeping the Jews 
together, they would have" intermar- 
ried and assimilated long ago and 
there would not have been any Jews 
for Hiller to persecute. 

Judaism isn't only a theology, it is 
also a social code tailored for a 
distinct nationality. In order to be an 
Orthodox Jew you have to live in a 
Jewish society ruled by 'Jewish laws. 
The Jews tried to do that in a Gentile 
environment. They tried to create a 
state within a state, they willed 
themselves into ghetto life - and 
suffered tbe consequences. 


Because they are the only minor- 
ity group that remain ethnically ex- 
clusive within the societies they in- 
habit, to the point of practicing apar- 
theid against the gentiles. 

The lesson of die pogroms, culmi- 
nating in the Holocaust, is that you 
cannot have the best of both worlds. 
The Jews segregated themselves 
from the population among whom 
they were living deliberately and at 
tbeir own decision. They excluded 
goyim from their clubs before the 
goyim ever thought of excluding 
Jews. Intermarriage to this day is 
more offensive to the Jew than to the 
non-Jew. 

The Jews ate differently (with the 
aid of kashrut ). dressed differently, 
spoke a different tongue (Yiddish. 
Ladino). observed different cus- 
toms, celebrated different holidays, 
gave their loyalty to their separate 
Jewish cause and in general behaved 
as if they belonged to a foreign 
country: except that - and here com- 
es the contradiction - they did not 
inhabit a foreign country. They did 
not own one: it was always "Next 
year in Jerusalem," never “This year 
in Jerusalem." 

They tried to perpetuate an in- 
terim situation. They were per- 
manently on the verge of departing 
and never departed. The Messiah 
was imminent, yet centuries - nay, 
millennia- passed with no sign of his 
arrival. The Jews did not assimilate 
because there was no point in ir. 
since they were about to leave for the 
Holy Land at any moment. 

If they had left, their separatism 
would have had a purpose. But they 
stayed, the eternal foreign uninvited 
guest-foreign because they opted to 
remain foreign. This contradiction - 
the Jews' insistence on inhabiting 
societies of which they refused to 
become pan - created that historic 
antagonism which came to be called 
anti-Semitism. 


AS RELIGIOUS bonds weakened a 
century ago in tbe age of Enlighten- 
ment, tbe Jews faced a. dilemma. 
They realized it was impossible to go 
on as before living in the ghettos, 
entangled in ancient rules and prac- 
tices. disliked and persecuted as a 
foreign element by tbe people 


In. the Diaspora, not appreciably 
so far. The international h um a n 
scene oscillates between good and 
bad. Hitler carried nationalism and 
violence to crazy extremes, which 
was bad. The world has since reacted 
away from that to political pluralism 
and social permissiveness, which is 
good. . 

But phases of quiescence have 
happened before. After rbe 
Napoleonic age cante the liberalism 
of the 19th century. It started break- 
ing down (for the Jews) with the 
Kishinev pogroms. The 1920s were a 
good period again. My father con- 
tinued to believe in those years that 
anti-Semitism was endemic. 

We children laughed at him. His 
ideas came, we thought, from the 
backward Slavic east, which had still 
not emerged from the Middle Ages. 
The liberal West was - absolutely 
and irrevocably - different. 

Or so we thought until, as a reac- 
tion to indulgent liberalism (embo- 
died in the Weimar republic). Hitler 
burst upon the scene. 

Now there is peace again. Will tbe 
present spell of tolerance and good- 
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migration in 1948-52 from the Mid-’ 
die East and refugee camps. 100.000 
newcomers from the West had ar-; 
rived each year. There might have 
been a war in 1967, but that would : 
have been the last.Tbe Yoin Kfoour 
War. and the Lebanese invasion 
would never’have taken place. : 

With a population of six or seven

around them. The choice was once 
and for all either to assimilate with 
their host societies, or to leave those 
societies and create a state of tbeir 
own. They decided to create a state 
of. their own. which they called 
Israel. 

That resolved the age-old issue m 
one stroke. Arthur Koestler phrased 
the new dialectic succinctly in 1948. 
Now that a Jewish state exists, he 
said, those wishing to remain Jewish 
should go and live in Israel. Those 
preferring to stay in the Diaspora 
should stop being' Jews. 

Characteristically, they did neith- 
er. Or rather they did a bit of both. 
Some came to Israel, but most 
didn't. Others increased their assi- 
milation. but only in part. The Jews 
remain a separate community in the 
Diaspora, and Israel remains a small 
country that should grow but 
doesn't, because the massive Jewish 
inflow the visionaries had predicted 
is not happening. 


THERE IS NO TOYING with the 
forces of history. If a process does 
not fulfil itself, heavy penalties are 
incurred (as Arnold Toynbee de- 
monstrates in his Study of History). 
The Jewish insistence on getting the 
best of both worlds has always been 
and still is a mirtake. How is it 
affecting the Jewish destiny this 
time?

During the last five years tha; Dr. 
Baruch Modan was Director Gener- 
al of the Health Ministry, the Chir- 
opractic Society tried every possible 
method to move these people. The 
day before he stepped down from his 
position, he promulgated a series of 
noxious and irrelevant guidelines for 
the licencing of chiropractors. This 
was an apparent effort to embarrass 
the incoming administration when 
we inevitably sought relief from the 
High Court of Justice. 

The new Director General. Pro- 
fessor Dan Michaeii. has assured us 
that chiropractors will be licensed 


and asked us to submit model guide- 
lines. which was done four months 
ago. With one hour of discussions, 
this matter could be settled to every- 
one's satisfaction. Unfortunately, 
the Health Ministry seems to be in a 
perpetual state of imminent collapse 
and there is no time to meet with our 
attorney. 

We have moved from bureaucra- 
tic obstruction to rational thinking. 
We may be weeks from success or 
yean. At a time when more and 
more hospitals are referring patients 
for spinal manipulation to people 
with a few weeks' training, it seems 
ridiculous that the profession with 
the most training and competence is 
still unlicensed in Israel.

There are contradictions still in the 
Jewish situation that could lay tinder 
for a flare-up.

Tbe drive to get Jews out of Russia 
not necessarily for repatriation to 
Israel is an anti-a$similationist 
approach that could have adverse 
consequences, if the tide of opinion 
turns against us. 

Still, for the moment all is quiet in 
the Diaspora. Not so in Israel. The 
impact made by Jewish cold- 
shouldering tactics on the country 
that was destined to be the Jewish 
homeland is damaging, to put it 
mildly. 

We did not have to create a state in 
the Middle East. It is necessary to 
visualize what our situation would 
have been after the Holocaust if we 
had not fought for and won our 
national independence. We should 
have emerged from the war - let us 
put it bluntly - a bothersome embar- 
rassment. 

Victims and scapegoats are a bore; 
the world is fed up with the chronic 
Jewish suppliant. v What to do with 
our displaced persons? After desul- 
tory consultations, the war-weary 
powers would have acknowledged 
that nobody wants them (remember 
the Evian conference?) The DP 
camps would have remained an end- 
less bone of contention. It does not 
bear thinking about. 

The choice did exist, all the same, 
of establishing or not establishing a 
territorial sovereignty. By estab- 
lishing it we saved ourselves from a 
terrible humiliation: but we also 
committed ourselves to certain 
obligations. Running up a flag and 
playing Hattkva are not enough: 
nadoB-buSding is a Herculean task. . 
We have failed to meet those obliga- 
tions. As fo the past when we tried to 
get something for nothing, tbe price 
of that failure is paid in blood.
